WIr IT IS CLAIMED that Greece and Turkey lie 


within the American security zone this is the dip- 
lomatic way of saying that American imperialism has 


staked its claim to the .Middle 
East and the Mediterranean. 

An effort to seize power over a 
vast area is taking place, but it is 
not the Communists who are at- 
tempting it. Under cover of a red

This is the real story behind the fan- 
tastie tales emanating from Washington about the Com- 
munist Party and the efforts to ban it. 

America has had such periods before. In the 1790s, 
the forces of monarchy and aristocracy under Hamilton 
were in full power and tried to crush the democratic oppo- 
sition, led by, Jefferson, through the alien and sedition 
laws. But the people trounced them. 

Today these forces of reaction are infinitely more 
powerful, more concentrated, more ruthless. Their stake 
is world power.

Red-baiting Kicks Back 

EW in the country are as much opposed to the Commu- 
nists as president William Green of the American 

Federation of Labor. Nevertheless, he found it necessary 

to come before the House un-American Committee to op- 

pose bills to ivegalize the Communist Party. 

“There are many who would readily seize upon laws 
of this kind as a happy means whereby to crush any op- 
position to their political, social and economic views,” 
warned Green. “We are not without those who today con- 
veniently. label as communism anything they find dis- 
agreeable to them.” 

How right Green was! During the very hours. he was 
testifying, the House gave a first class exhibition on the 
way the red-baiting technique works even against con- 
servatively-led AFL unions. 

And that was only a workout in the House for the 
real lynch party planned when the major anti-labor bills 
come up. 

The House tories lopped off $12,714,500 from Secre- 
tary’ Schwellenbach’s Department of Labor. The budget 
of the National Labor Relations Board was cut in about 
half,-so unsettled labor cases could collect dust for years. 
Similarly, the Bureau of Labor Statistics budget was 
slashed in half. 

But the highlight of the session was the virtual liqui- 
dation of the Conciliation Service, because Edgar Warren, 
its head, was found by the un-American Committee to 
have been a member of what it calls “Communist-front” 
organizations. 

They didn’t need to outlaw the Communist Party to 
do a job on men like Warren or David Lilienthal. All they 
depend on is the technique of red-baiting—the same kind 
that has ruled in the AFL for many years. Green himself 
mouthed: some of it before the committee. 
Ironically, it is Schwellenbach, who proposed that the 
Communists be outlawed, who is now in a rage because 
his own top associates are getting the red-baiting works.

DEWEY SINGS SAME SONG 


by Max Gordon 


OV. DEWEY WAS unusually modest the other day 
when he endorsed President Truman’s intervention 
in Greece and Turkey. It would have been more like him 


to have claimed he had orizi- 
ndlly projected the idea. Maybe 
he will correct the oversight 
when he emerges from the un- 
derground of presidential aspir- 
ants—if he de- 
cides it is the 
thing 
to do. 

The Governor 
would have no 
trouble at all- 
establishing his 
right to such a 
claim. As early 
as September, 
1946, in his speech accepting the 
Republican nomination for re- 
election, he said:. 

“The whole world today is 
gripped in a conflict which has 
long existed in one form or an- 
other. That conflict is between 
those who believe in dictatorship, 
either the dictatorship of Com- 
munism or Fascism, and those 
who believe that human freedom 


is the ultimate expression of the 


highest aspiration of man.” 


AS WE NOTED at the time, the 
statement amounts to a virtual 
declaratign of war against the 
Soviet people who have simply, in 
Dewey’s view, taken over the 
place of the Nazis as our foe.

HE WAS BEFORE my time, but 
I used to say “Tinker to Evans to 
Chance” with the best of ’em. They 
say the famed trio of the old Cubs 
used to break opponent’s hearts with 
their lightning double plays. 

Evers, the second baseman, was 
one of the spunky little men of the 
game. He never weighed more than 
130 pounds but it’s said nobody go- 
ing into second rode roughshod over 
him.
